A "committee of one hundred on 


India famine relief" 
was recently 


formed in Hew York. 
Some of the 


most prominent citizens of the metrop- 
olis are members of the organization. 
They have issued the following ad- 
dress to the American people: 


Famine, from lack of rain, is now 


smiting sixty millions of our fellow- 
beings. 
At this moment, death by 


sheer hunger and thirst threatens one- 
sixth of that number. Thousands are 
starving each twenty-four hours. In 
that stricken land the heavens are as 
iron and the earth as brass. 


Birds of the air drop lifeless from 


the burning sky. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of cattle have already perished.

COL. FTCANCIS JOBDAN. 


5, 1820 
He was a son of John and 


Jane Jordan. He attended Marshall 
college, Mercersburg, at the same time 
Hon. John Cessna, David H. ~ Hofius, 
Oliver C Hartley.Rufus K. Hartley and 
Hon. William P. Schell, all of Bedford, 
were students 
He also spent some 


time at Augusta college, Kentucky. 
He read law in the office of Hon. Sam- 
uel M. Barclay, with 0. C. Hartley, 
Hon. John Cessna, Hon. W. P. Schell 
and D Stewart Elliott, Sr , and was 
admitted to the Bedford county bar 
on June 25, 1845. In 1846 Col. Francis 
Jordan and Hon. W. P. Sehell formed 
a partnership for the practice of law 
in Bedford. Afterward Colonel Jordan 
and Hon. Alexander King were asso- 
ciated in the practice of that profes- 
sion. 


In 1847 the deceased was appointed 


district attorney of Bedford county 
and elected to the same office in Octo- 
ber, 1850. In October, 1855, he was 
elected state senator from Bedford and 
Somerset counties. 
He served one 


term. In July, 1SG1, he was appointed 
paymaster in the army, with the rank 
of major. On January 1, 1864, he was 
commissioned military agent of Penn- 
sylvania, with the rank of colonel, and 
in filling this office he rendered inval- 
uable service to the state and to the 
brave Pennsylvania volunteers. 
On 


January 10, 1867, he was chosen secre- 
tary of the commonwealth of Pennsyl 
vania, an office which he held for six 
years, or during the administration of 
Governor Geary. Again at the close of 
Governor Hoyt's term of office he held 
the same position for three months. 


Colonel Jordan lived in Washington, 


D.C.,until he was appointed secretary of 
the commonwealth,when he removed to 
Harrisburg and resided there ever since. 
As a citizen of Bedford he took an ac- 
tive and intelligent interest in public 
affairs. He did much to advance the 
cause of education and encourage other 
laudable enterprises affecting the wel- 
fare of the people. 


In 1872 he resumed the practice of 


law in Harrisburg with the late Louis 
W Hall as partner. He was attorney 
for the Pennsylvania Railroad com- 
pany and other corporations and presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania Telephone 
company.

PAKIS, MAT 28.—I have been in Paris 


but two days after a seven days' toss- 
ing on the Atlantic and have had time 
only for a glance at the exposition. 
This glance has impressed me with 
nothing so much as its utter unpre- 
parednesa. Masonry, carpentry, paint- 
ing, digging, carting, sweeping, dust- 
ing, sprinkling everywhere, with only 
here and there an exhibit complete 
and ready for business. The shops, 
restaurants and midway plaisance-like 
shows are, of course, ready and are 
doing a more or less thriving business 
and the same old features of French- 
men, 
Dutchmen, Englishmen 
and 


Yankees masquerading in oriental 
garb and selling useless oriental gim- 
cracks for twice the amount they can 
be had for in any city of the United 
States are very prominent. 


The exposition is, doubtless, as the 


late Mr. Barnum would say, "a mon- 
strous aggregation," etc , etc. It will, 
when completed, surpass all previous 
expositions in bigness and richness 
and will be an admirable epitome of 
the past century's transcendent pro- 
gress. Why should it not excel all oth- 
ers ? The world, at least in material 
things, is moving fast, and what was 
evolution made for, if each succeeding 
exposition shall not outdo its prede- 
cessor ? 


Moreover, Paris, and I regret to say 


it, seems to be but a poor fourth in the 
export trade of the world, with Bog- 
land, our own country and Germany 
ahead of her. But she gets back at us 
every ten years or so by making a 
great exposition and, with the prestige 
of her only Paris, levying tribute on 
all the wealth of the world. The 
amount of money we spend in Paris in 
one way and another is regretable 
Hundreds of rich American families 
live here in winter and in the south of 
France during the summer. So far as 
I know, the only advantage gained is 
in better household service. Servants 
in France are,doubtless,more efficient, 
intelligent and cheaper than in the 
United States. 
But in every other 


comfort of living we surpasii the 
French. At least this is my impres- 
sion after a fourth visit to Paris and 


residence off and on of several 


months. 


The reports that have been so ex- 


tensively circulated about the crowded 
condition of the city and the high cost 
of living are misleading. 
I do not 


find the prices at hotels or Pensions 
(boarding houses) much higher than 
usual. 
They are, I think, a little 


lower than at the exposition of 1S78. 
Anyone, according to his taste, purse 
and endurance, can get board and 
lodging from one dollar up. I am 
lodged at No. 45 Rue de Clichy, about 
two miles from the exposition, in a 
Pension with steam-heat, elevator and 
electric lights, at a cost of 15 francs 
($3) per day. 
The same accommoda- 


tions would cost as much in most Amer- 
ican cities. 
Before I selected this 


place I inquired the rates and looked 
at rooms in many other localities. 
Some were higher, some lower and I 
speak from personal observation when 
I say there is abundant room here and 
at reasonable rates, 


To say that the Americans here di- 


rectly in charge of American exhibits 
are angry is to draw it mild. In spite 
of the utmost effort they cannot get 
the French authorities to complete the 
buildings for their exhibits. There 
are lime, dust, mortar and rubbish 
everywhere and only two or three 
French workmen where there should 
be twenty. Meanwhile the French 
authorities are urging the Americans 
to open up their displays. The Amer- 
icans say "No, not until these build- 
ings are completed and cleaned. We

Lieut.-Gen. Sir Frederick Forestier- 


Walker, in command of the lines of 
communication in South Africa, re- 
ports that in a disaster to the British 
troops, June 7, at Roodeval, where the 
Boers cut Lord Roberts' line of com- 
munication, the Fourth battalion of 
the Derbyshire regiment were all kill- 
ed, wounded or made prisoners except 
six enlisted men.

The pressnt condition of affairs in 


tbe Celestial Empire is one of transi 
tion. The outcome of the issue be 
tweeu ancient seclusion and modern 
progress, 
as the two antagonistic 


forces have aptly been termed, will be 
anxiously awaited by the civilized 
world. It is the consensus of opinion 
that the truth of the phrase, "History 
repeats itself," will again be demon 
strated—that the struggle will end ic 
a victory for the new order. 


The present trouble in China was 


precipitated by the "Boxers," a band 


of men originally organized, on th 
plan of a law and order league, fo- 
protection against the bandits tba 
infested Shang Tung province; bu' 
they finally degenerated into a horde 
of thieves and murderers. Under the 
guise of peace-makers and protectors 
these unscrupulous desperadoes per 
seeuted their personal enemies, whom 
they represented as bandits and law 
less persons. These poor victims ap 
pealed to the foreign missionaries and 
the latter did all in their power tt 
protect them. Their attempt to aid 
the enemies of the "Boxers" intensi- 
fied the bitter feeling the unprogres 
sive Chinese have always held against 
the Christians and aroused an antag- 
onism which resulted in numerous 
murders and outrages. The murder 
rapine and plunder of these outlaws 
at length culminated in a reign of 
terror, during which many native and 
some foreign Christians were beaten, 
robbed and killed. The government 
was at last compelled to interfere, but 
it acted in such a way that the ban 
dits were encouraged to continue their 
campaigns of pillage and massacre. 


The murder of a young Church of 


England missionary named Brooks 
moved England to take action, and if 
that country had not been waging war 
in South Africa, the "Boxers"' un- 
doubtedly would have received a re- 
buke they never would have forgotten. 
The recent outrages of these outlaws 
have influenced the powers to take 
steps to protect 
their countrymen

of which may be the 
overthrow 


of the old order of things and the in- 
auguration of an era of progress, or 
the outcome may be the disintegration 


of the Chinese empire and a mighty 
struggle among some of the imperial 
istic nations for the choicest sections 
of the country.

England have for some time been 
waiting for an opportunity to pounce 
upon China and get possession of cer- 
tain portions of her territory.

The 
fundamental issue, Mr. Bryan insists, 
is the issue between plutocracy and 
democracy, since specific questions of 
national policy, in their last analysis, 
will disclose the conflict between the 
dollar and the man. Mr. Bryan illus- 
trates his thesis by a discussion of the 
attitude of the two great parties to- 
wardmoney.the trusts andimperialism, 
denouncing the conduct of the Repub- 
lican party and of the administration 
in respect of these three great ques 
tions, and warning his readers that if 
they would keep the republic in the safe 
path to which the fathers committed 
it, they must deliver the control of its 
fortunes into the hands of the Demo- 
cratic party. Mr. Bryan is emphatic 
in his denunciation of "trusts:" 


•'The God-made men do not differ 


greatly in size or strength, they labor 
under similar conditions as to life and 
health, and they are subject to the 
same moral restraints. 
Competition 


between them, therefore, is reasonably 
equal and fair. But corporations differ 
in size, in strength and in longevity; 
and, having no life beyond the grave, 
have neither the fear of future punish- 
ment nor the hope of future reward 
to restrain them. Competition, there- 
fore, between the natural man and the 
great corporatu n may be grossly une- 
qual and unfair. 
The line must be 


drawn at the point where the corpo 
ration seeks to establish a monopolj 
anu deprive individuals or smaller 
corporations of the right to compete. 
In other words, the legislation necessa- 
ry at this time must be directed against 
private monopoly in whatever form it 
appears. Those who desire to protect 


society from the evil results of th 
trusts must take the position that 
private monopoly is indefensible an 
intolerable. Tbe power to control th 
price of anything which the peopl 
need cannot safely be intrusted to an 
private individual or association of in 
dividuals,because selfishness is univer 
sal and the temptation to use such 
power for personal advantage is to 
great."

ed the house, carrying authorization o:

buildings and grounds, S3,000,000; and 
for outstanding claims, estimated at 


310,000,000—if, I say, we add 3170,000, 


000 to the sum stated in the table 
3709,729,470, we would have a grand 
total of 5879,729,470 for this session 
alone. And thus the total shown in 
the exhibit is not quite complete or 
lair, considering that such large 
amounts that nuist be met are with 
held for the next session. 


1 submit that, to be fair, we should 


let each fiscal year take care of all 
necessary appropriations and not un- 
load this year on the fiscal year 1903 
things that should be provided for and 
.ncluded in the fiscal year 1901, 


And I call attention also to the con- 


stant and gradual increase in tbe ap- 
propriations for pensions, and likewise 
to the legislative, executive and judi-

appropriations.

could not have been affected to any 
great extent by the Spanish-Cuban

It shows,indeed, an increase, as 


before stated, all along the line, de-

Senator Wellington 8nyn » Compact Kxlai 


Between the United States and JSugluuil. 
The other day, in the course of 


speech in favor of the adoption of th 
Teller resolution expressing tbe sen 
ate's sympathy for the Boers and de 
Glaring a desire that this governmen 
offer mediation, Mr. Wellington, Re 
publican, of Maryland, referred to 
secret understanding existing betwee 
the United States and &reat Britain 


Hr. Wellington, in introducing h 


subject, 
maintained that 
congres 


would not have performed the fn 
measure of its duty if, before adjourn 
ment, it did not redeem its pledge t 
give the people of Cuba a free and in 
dependent government; if it did no 
declare its policy as to the Philippin 
islands, to the holding of which b 
the United States he was unalteraV 
opposed, and if it did not take defini 
action in favor of the Boers. 


The American people, he maintain 


ed, were in profound sympathy wit 
the Boers, who were struggling fo 
liberty against untold odds. "Dales 
we wish to be recreant to our duty w 
must act," he exclaimed, "and unles 
we act quickly it will be too late." 


He declared that this country, so fa 


as its government was concerned, ha 
yielded to British blandishments an 
was under the sway of British iafl 
ence. England dared not, he said, • 
attack us by force and, realizing thi 
was gaining points against us by dipli 
macy. So it was during the Hispan 
American war that England professe 
herself our friend after we had broke 
the po.wer of Spain. 


"That," he exclaimed, "was the be 


ginning of an alliance conceived i 
darkness and carried out in iniquity 
There has been between the two go- 
ernments a secret understanding— 
although as yet no open alliance—an 
a surrender of American interests ' 
Great Britain. Despite the desire of 
vast majority of our people that w 
should extend onr sympathy and goo 
offices to the Boers, the diplomacy o 
Great Britain now binds the hands 
our country." 


Mr. Wellington discussed at lengt 


the origin of the present war and d 
elared that what Great Britain wa 
unable otherwise to accomplish she a 
complished by "misrepresentation an 
libel.'' 
He denounced England fo 


what he declared was its policy of ag 
gression against the Boers, drivin 
them from place to place, each o 
which had been purchased by th 
money of the Boers and baptized wit 
their blood. 
Despite the treaties o 


friendship between the Boers 
an 


Great Britain, they were violated, bi 
cause, he maintained, "England neve 
kept a promise where it was to her ad 
vantage to break it." 


"England had determined to gai 


possession of the rich gold mines o 
the Transvaal," said Mr. Wellington 
"and the conspiracy organized by Cec 
Rhodes and Jossph Chamberlain soo 
developed into one of the awfulest traj 
edies of modern times." He held tha 
the United States dared not permit th 
extinction of this wonderful and bra' 
race of Boers—the bravest the wor] 
had ever seen. 


He declared tbe United States gov 


ernment need have noiear of acting i 
the matter, as Great Britain would no 
go to war with us and the Unite 
States government should give th 
Boer envoys the same cordial welcom 
as had been extended to them by th 
people of the country. But this rece] 
tion was withheld by the governmec 
because of an understanding betwee 
this government and Great Britain.

THE FEEDING OF FIVE THOUSAND.—John 


6:5-14. 'Bead the chapter. 


GOLDBS TEXT.—"Give us this day onr 
daily bread." Matt. 0:11. 


A great multitude followed Jesus to 


the other side of the sea of Galilee, be- 
cause they beheld the signs which He 
did on them that were bick. And 
Jesus went up into the mountain, and 
there He sat with His disciples. Now 
the passover, the feast of the Jews, 
was at hand. Jesus, therefore, lifting 
up His eyes, and seeing that a great 
multitude cometh unto Him, He saith 
unto Philip, "Whence are we to buy 
bread that these may eat ?" And this 
He said to prove him: for He Himself 
knew what He would do. 


Philip answered him, "Two hun- 


dred pennyworth of bread is not suf- 
ficient for them, that every one may 
take a little." One of His disciples, 
Andrew, Simon Peter's brother, saith 
unto Him, "There is a lad here which 
hath five barley loaves and two fishes;

Irl4h lmiuli;r»iit>t Prevented From Citter- 


iug Our 1'eitcefuL Domain—A Itrutal 


AfTilr-l'oor Little Holla Vox.

NEW YOKK. June 13 —Last week a 


couple of Irish assassins were stopped 
at our city gates from entering our 
p;acefut cboiaia, on the plea that they 
were ex-convicts aud therefore unde- 
sirable as an increase to our criminal 
population, more particularly as the 
homesupply was m:>re than equal to the 
demand. One of the tabooed convicts 
is James Fitzharris, known to his 
pals as "Skin the Goat;" he was the 
man who drove the jaunting car in 
which the assassins escaped; and the 
other is Joseph Mullett, who helped 
the assassins on the afternoon when 
Lsrd Frederick Cavendish and Under 
Secretary Burke were murdered in 
open day in Pntenix park, Dublin. 
It 


was a cowardly and brutal, affair and 
recalled the days of '98, when Lord 
Noiberry, of evil memory, made the 
throne of justice on which he sat a 
blood-stained blocK, immortal in infa- 
my, while his dirty fugleman, Jimmy 
O'Brien, the Informer, sent his own 
mother to the gallows on Steven's 
green for a five-pound note. Standing 
under the gallows, the wretched old 
woman cursed the memory of her mis- 
erable son. 
Just before they swung 


her off she raised her shackled hands 
to heaven and, cursing her vile son in 
the bitterness of her soul, she called 
on God to avenge her, hoping that her 
betrayer might see the day when he 
would stand where she then stood, to 
die as she was about to die, without 
one pitying voice to implore the Al- 
mighty for mercy and forgiveness. 
It 


was not long after when Jimmy O'Brien 
was detected in a plot against the gov- 
ernment. 
He was convicted and sen- 


tenced to be hanged, and on the day 
of his execution he was conveyed in an 
open cart to Steven's Green, followed 
by hooting and cursing thousands, and 
was swung off on the same gallows 
where his mother died a few months be- 
fore. Of all the wretches that at differ- 
ent timeshaveleft marked names on the 
criminal calendar there is not one that 
an Irishman hates as he does an in- 
former. 


Carey, who put up the Phujnix park 


murder and was the chief actor in that 
cowardly assassination, was allowed 
to become state's evidence, and he ex- 
pected for his dastardly act a reward 
of £10,000. Fitzharris, who drove the 
jaunting car, and Mullett, who stood 
on the watch, but took no active par- 
ticipation in the murder, were sentenc- 
ed to imprisonment for life. The other 
three assassins were hanged. 


The government kept Carey in Kil- 


mainham jail for several weeks and 
finally gave him notice that he would 
have to leave. He lived on the best of 
everything while iu prison and the 
government paid the bills. He grew 
so importunate for his reward of £10,- 
000 that he was informed that if he 
did not accept the government's offer 
of £1,000 he would be thrust outside 
the jail as a rat would be thrown to a 
hungry lot of terriers. When thus in- 
formed he wilted and that night the 
government carried him away from 
the jail, landed him aboard the Mel- 
rose Castle, and gave him £1,000 in 
cash. 


A contemporary paper doubts that 


O'Donnell, who killed him on the ship, 
knew anything of his identity a few 
hours before 'he murder. Carey's son 
was standing by when O'Donnell killed 
his father and was the principal wit- 
ness against O'Donnell in his trial. 


After Carey's death the Melrose Cas- 


tle was deemed to be so unlucky that 
no sailor could be induced to ship on 
her for a voyage. They gave her a 
new name, the Madiana, which was 
her name when she arrived here last 
week. 


It may appear strange that with the 


hatred the Irish have for an informer 
that the principal instruments made 
use of by the British government 
have almost invariably been Irishmen. 
In the city of Brooklyn afew years ago 
an emissary of Scotland Yard was 
known as an active working Republic- 
an, called by his friends and acquaint- 
ances Red ilcDermott. While engross- 
ed in American politics and continually 
twisting the tail of the British lion his 
eyes were all about him picking up the 
secrets of the Clan-na-Ciael. It was he 
who informed Scotland Yard of the 
departure of Dr. Carroll, in whose 
trunk there was said to be found a 
considerable lot of dynamite. He was 
tried and 
convicted of conspiracy 


against the government and sentenced 
to imprisonment for life. 
After a 


time, assisted by powerful friends at 
home, he was released and returned to 
the United States. He, however, was 
only the wreck of his former self. He 
was placed in a sanitarium on Long 
Island, where he died only a short 
time ago. It is a little singular that 
Terrence Powderly, the organizer and 
head of the Knights of Labor, is now 
the chief of our immigration com- 
mittee, where he sits in judgment to 
keep improper characters from enter- 
ing the nation's door. It is but com- 
mon justice to acknowledge that he 
was the squarest aud most just mem- 
ber of the great organization over 
which he presided so many years. 


We hope he will send Messrs. Fitz- 


harris and Mullet back to the land 
from whence they came. We have 
murderers and thugs already here, 
taora than enough, without drawing 
on Europe for an extra supply. By all 
means, Mr. Powderly, send them back. 


It was a sad bit of news to the 


Johnnies and the great body of our 
regular theater-goers when they heard 
that one of the brightest soubrettes 
that has Hashed across the horizon for 
many years was last week conveyed to 
a lunatic asylum. Poor little Delia 
Fox, bright little Delia Fox,how many 
thousands have you made happier by 
the use of the talents that Nature has 
lavished upon you. It is only a few 
years ago since a poor girl in a far 
western town became almost crazy on 
the subject of the state. In her girl- 
hood she sought the acquaintance of 
actors and actresses and could hardly 
have believed in her wildest dream 
that she would one day become a 
bright and shining star in the great 
metropolis of the nation. The day 
came at last, however, when that 
dream was more than realized. Hosts 
of admirers were kneeling at her feet, 
costly gifts were lavished upon her. 
She had her town house and her coun- 
try house and wealth at ,her disposal 
beyond her hope. But the high, Jever- 
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ish life she was leading told at last of 
the wear upon that little body and she 
reached out for aid from1 opiates and 
stimulants, which helped her rapidly 
on the road to ruin. Having once en- 
tered on the downward road herdown- 
fall was rapid and last week, at the 
request of her brother, she was placed 
in an insane asylum on Long Island, 
which it is possible she may never 
leave except when she is carried to her 
fjrave. It is a sad ending to. one whose 
rise was so rapid, and which led to the 
enjoyment of all the good things which 
the earth affords, and whose downfall 
was more rapid than her rise. And so 
the patrons of the operatic stage may 
say farewell to one of the brightest 
little soubrettes that has trod the 
stage for many years. Farewell, tiny 
Delia Pox.

SHOCKING SCENES IN INDIA, 


Heat,' Plague, Cholera, Famine, Voltureg 


and Files. 


Louis Klopsch, of New York, pub- 


lisher of the Christian jETerafrZ, after a 
tour of the famine-stricken districts of 
India, has returned to America. He 
makes the following statement regard- 
ing his observations: 


"Everywhere I met the most shock- 


ing and revolting scenes. The famine 
camps have been swept by cholera and 
smallpox. Fugitives, scattering in all 
directions and stricken in flight, were 
found dying in the fields and roadside 
ditches. 
The numbers at one relief 


station were increasing at the rate of 
10,000 a day. 


"At Godhra there were 3,000 deaths 


from cholera within four days, and 
at Dohad 2,500 in the same period. 
The hospital death rate at Godhra and 
Dohad was 90 per cent. 


"The condition of the striken simply 


beggars description. Air and water 
were impregnated with an intolerable 
stench of corpses. At Abmedabad the 
death rate in the poorhouse was 30 per 
cent. Every day I saw new patients 
placed face to face with corpses. In 
every fourth cot there was a corpse. 


"The thermometer 
registered 115 


degrees in the shade. Millions of flies 
hovered 
around 
the 
tincleansed 


dysentery patients. 


"I visited the smallpox and cholera 


wards at Viragam. All the patients 
were lying on the ground, there being 
no cots. 
Otherwise their condition 


was fair. 


"I can fully verify the reports that 


vultures, dogs and jackals are devour- 
ing the dead. Dogs have been seen 
running about with children's limbs 
in their jaws. 


"The government is doing its best, 


but the native officials are hopelessly 
and heartlessly inefficient. 
"With the 


famine, the plague and the cholera the 
condition of Bombay presidency is 
now worse than it has been at any 
previous period in the nineteenth cen- 
tury. Whole families have been blot- 
ted out. The spirit of the people is 
broken, and there may be something 
still worse to come when the monsoon 
breaks."

REPOBLICMIPLEDGES 


Senator James K, Jones Tells How 


They Have Been Kept. 


T H E ABLE C H A I R M A N 


Of tlie Democratic National Committee 


Telln Why SIcKlnlty Ought to Il» De- 


feated This Year. 


Senator James E. Jones, chairman 


of the Democratic national committee, 
contributed the following article to the 
Philadelphia Sunday Times: 


Every move made 'by congress and 


the administration has served to em- 
phasize how completely the Republic- 
an party is dominated by interests 
and influences inimical to the people of 
the country. The Republican party is 
entering upon the campaign with u. 
record which ought to damn it in the 
eyes of all the patriotic people of this 
country, and I devoutly believe,if any- 
thing like a free and fair expression o£ 
the will of the people can be secured 
at the polls, the result will be an un- 
qualified condemnation of President 
JIcKinley and his party. 


The first step taken by the present 


congress, under the direction of the 
president and at the dictation of the 
moneyed interests, was the passage of 
the currency act designed to fasten 
upon this country for all time the sin- 
gle gold standard and to complete the 
domination and control of the country's 
currency by the national banks. Mr. 
McKinley's election was made possible 
by the promise of bimetallism ia the 
Republican platform in 18D6, 
and if the 


Republicans had otherwise shown them- 
selves worthy of confidence, I believe 
that act alone would be sufficient to 
condemn them in the eyes of the coun- 
try. 


That act, however, was only one of a 


catalogue of sins which reveal the 
party in its true colors. When it goes 
before the people it will have to defend 
its complete commitment to and advo- 
cacy of a policy of imperialism, its 
complete repudiation of the principles 
of the Declaration of Independence and 
the Constitution of the United States. 


While, in view of the undoubted 


growth of sentiment against him, 
President McKinley is now somewhat 
chary about repeating his advocacy of 
the permanent retention of the Philip- 
pine islands, every step taken by his 
party and by himself has demonstrated 
their determination, if they continue 
to control the government, to inaugu- 
rate a colonial system, not only in the 
Philippines and Porto Rico, but, I 
seriously fear, in Cuba as well, and the 
people understand well enough that 
this means imperialism, greatly in- 
creased standing army and of dis- 
honesty and scandal in the administra- 
tion of the government's 
affairs at 


home and abroad. 
In their uncon- 


stitutional, unfair and dishonest treat- 
ment of the people of Porto Rico, the 
Republicans have shown just what 
they intend to do. 
They have not 


dared press for the passage of the 
Spooner bill, frankly giving to the 
president dictatorial powers in the 
Philippines, for they have feared the 
political result of such a step; but 
they are absolutely committed to it 
and are now carrying it into full force 
and effect 
without any legislative 


authority. What the country may ex- 
pect from this Republican scheme o1 
national plunder and robbery has been 
demonstrated in a small way in the 
Cuban scandals. 


The Republicans will fool nobody by 


the cheap political trick they have at- 
tempted in their proposed anti-trust 
amendment to the constitution. 
It 


was never intended to pass. If they 
had ever thought it possible that such' 
a movement would in the slightest 
degree lead to the practical restriction 
of the trusts they would never have 
brought forward the resolution which 
they advocated with so much apparent 
vigor in the house. 


It was an interesting coincidence 


that the very day the Republicans of 
the house were putting forward their 
anti-trust bluff the real Republican 
Leaders were showing the party's true 
position over in the senate. The spec- 
tacle of Senator Banna and his able 
lieutenant, Senator ELkins, defending 
with all the vigor at their command 
the armor-plate trust, whose ''hold- 
up" of the government has been so 
notorious as to call forth the protest 
of many honest Republicans, was a 
highly interesting object lesson, which 
the people of the country will not for- 


et. 
The absolute 
subservience of this 


administration in all its foreign rela- 
tions to the wishes of Great Britain 
was beautifully illustrated in that 
"triumph 
of diplomacy," the Hay- 


Pauncefote treaty, and in the failure 
of this government to speak even one 
word in behalf of the sturdy farmers 
in South Africa struggling for their 
independence. 


It is the first time in the history of 


this government that the people of the 
United States have not been allowed 
to speak for freedom and independ- 
ence which Americans have ever held 
to be the right of all people. 


The Republicans will hear in this 


campaign of their refusal to allow the 
passage of the bill providing for the 
construction of an American transisth- 
mian canal. 
This, 
however, is in 


direct line with the position of the ad- 
ministration on all foreign questions. 
The Republican party seems to be op- 
posed to every principle of American 
government—to favor trusts as the 
surest means of raising 
campaign 


funds with which they expect to con- 
trol elections, and to favor a large 
standing army as a means of compell- 
ing the people to submit to their pur- 
poses. 


The people are conservative. 
They 


will suffer great evils without turning 
upon their oppressors. But there is a 
limit to their endurance, and that 
point has, in my opinion, been reach- 
ed. A great campaign fund, while it 
may debauch the weak, will utterly 
fail to control the whole people.

home. It Is not a particularly pleasant 
piece of work, because the little bits of 
down fly all over one, getting in the 
eyes, the nose, the mouth and ears, and 
completely cover one's clothing. But 
it furnishes work, and men and women

spread where it will dry thoroughly, 
and it is then ready to be used in pil- 
lows or wherever else genuine animal 
down is advisable. It doesn't last long, 
because its fibers lack elasticity, but 
for a time the pillow will be as soft as 
any.
